The car was east bound but 


when it started to swerve the driver 
apparently applied the brakes and 
lost control, It turned almost com 
pletely around and was struck on 
the left rear. 

All three occupants were thrown 
clear of the car onto the highway 
and knocked unconscious 

Death came to the young 
almost instantly, 

Mr. Dubetz regained conscious 
ness a few moments afterwards 
but his wife was still unconscious 
when rushed to hospital 

Bouma and his mother, Mrs. Eva 
Bouma, only occupants of the 
truck, were severly shaken up but 
uninjured,

Compromise Combats 
Childish Rebellion

A parent should not take the child’s spontaneous “no, 
no,” too seriously. This tendency develops overnight. The 
once compliant child now runs away when his mother calls 
or clings tightly to the chair when the mother says, “We must 
go to bed,” 

Urged to get into his go-cart he screams “No, no,” and 
stamps his feet, But he has always ridden to the grocery in 
his go-cart! Why this sudden rebellion? 

Just age, The child knows, now,|~— 
that he can say no and it disrupts | 
activities and frustrates the parent. 
He doesn't do it specially for that 
purpose, but he is not unmoved by 
the joy of waving so magic a wand | 
and getting so dramatic a result. | 

This is his periqd of indepen- 
dence from the dictates which 
formerly he heeded, Now, he can 
say no and get somewhere, 

There are two ways in which this 
rebellion can be met, One of them 
is to ignore it, if the necessity to 
act is imperative, *- it is time to go 
to bed then the child’s no cannot 
be made the criterion of it, To bed 
he must go, A compromise may be 
made to see that he gets a story 
first, or he gets to go upstairs with 
Daddy or Mummy, or, he has some 
special toy to take along 

He can forget that he has said) 
no, because his attention is divert- 
ed to these compromises 

If the mother has no time to/ 
work out compromises she may } 
say a pleasant, “yes, yes,” in an- 
swer to his “no, no,” and go right 
on doing what she has planned to 
do. Most children accept this with- 
out reaction, They weren't too 
serious about it, anyway. 

In a word, the “no, no” is a 
warning to the parent not to be so
